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1. Claims 4-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 4, "moves linearly" is functional language and should be expressed in 
structural or means-plus-function form. In claim 5, the "end member" is unclear, as it is 
identified as being the hook end in claim 3, but the slot appears to be in the opposite 
end from the hook. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office 
action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims l-3and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by 
or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Bleyer. 

Bleyer discloses a filter screen with screen panels coupled to drive chains having 
means to fix the panels relative to the links and to pivot the screens for access 
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comprising bushings (28) and hooks (31), as claimed. With respect to the recitation of 
end to end seal plates overlapping the joints between the links, it appears that the end 
plates (22) and flanges (27, 31, 30) obviously form such seal plates. 

4. Claims 4-9 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The recitation of a filter grid assembly having a drive chain with multiple guide 
links joined in end-to-end relation and with multiple end-to-end seal plates overlapping 
the guide link joints and a screen coupled to a link for movement between a fixed 
position for filtering and a pivotal position for maintenance, wherein the guide link has 
a bushing and the screen panel has an end with a hook for engaging the bushing and 
moves linearly relative to the guide to disengage the hook patentably distinguishes over 
the prior art of record. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent 
to applicant's disclosure. Other references of interest include Wetzel and Hughes.
